brated in the city schools generally on 
y esterday .

The school rooms were tastefully dec­ 
orated for the occasion. 
The N ational 
colors were much in ev idence and a 
spirit of patriotic ardor was ev ery ­ 
where manifest. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


The ex ercises in the High School be­ 
gan at 1:30 and 
were carried out ac­ 
cording to the program published last 
ev ening. 
The y oung people seem ed to 
enter into the spirit of the « occasion 
most heartily and no better display of 
patriotism could hav e been asked than 
to witness the deliv ery , and to listen to 
the earnest, thoughtful words of each 
member on the program. 
The stars and stripes 
were 
used in 
decorating the most prominent parts in 
the room, in clin in g the piano, the rear 
of the platform and the table thereon, 
at which sat the officers of the - high 
school literary society — Miss Grace 
Steel 
and 
Fred 
('handler. 
Among 
other v isitors were most of the m em ­ 
bers of the Board of 
Education, Rev . 
O. H Cessna and County 
Supt. I. F. 
Ed wards. 
Principal B. F. Bullard, of the high 
school, introduced J udge .J. D. Crab­ 
tree as one who had 
seen and 
known 
Lincoln and had associated 
with the 
friends of the great man at Springfield 
as well as elsew here. 
J udge C rabtree’s address can but be 
described as an eloquent and ferv id 
tribute to Lincoln—his courage, poetic 
nature, decision, large-heartodness and 
common sense. 
It could only hav e the 
effect of im pressing itself indelibly up­ 
on the minds of those 
who heard it, 
coming as it did from one who in the 
f*U's had helped m ake 
history . 
J udge 
Crabtree touched 
upon 
incidents of 
war tim es and the tremendous enthusi­ 
asm which was manifested at that time. 
As an instance of the latter he was in 
Springf eld, 111., when the news from 
Appomattox of Lee's surrender cam e 
Men hugged 
each olher, wore their 
coats inside out and indulged in the 
wildest demontrations of joy . 
W hen 
the report of Lincoln’s assassination 
became known they were plunged as 
deeply into dejection aod gloom. 
It 
was at this tim e that the K nights of 
the Golden Circle were strongest and 
all was uncertainty . 
None knew how 
far-reaching was th e conspiracy which 
had caused the President’s death and 
alI was doubtfulness. 
One man in the 
streets of Springfield had the tem erity 
to throw up his hat and shout when he 
heard of the assassination, but in fif-j 
teen minutes he was dead. 
J udge C rabtree attributed to Lincoln 
a poetic nature and prov ed 
it 
by 
rhy thm ic citations from the marty red 
president's speeches. 
His generosity , 
confidence in the people and the hu­ 
morous side of his nature were illustra­ 
ted by stories and jokes. 
The discourse was listened 
to with 
the closest attention and upon its close 
Harr} Edwards mov ed that a v ote of 
thanks 00 tendered J udge ( rabtroe for 
his presence and for the words of loy ­ 
alty , patriotism and rev erence to which 
the school had listened, and all so sig­ 
nified by rising.

Deacon William Trowbrid ge wa* a 
small farmer liv ing m ar Sheboy gan 
Falls. He went there ov er 50 y ears ago. 
Besid es tilling a little patch of grou nd 
the d eacon, who was ind eed the v ery 
sou l of honor and ev er had the respect 
and confid ence of all in that oommn 
nity , was In the habit, before regu lar 
preachers were sent there, of read ing a 
sermon or ex horting. 
There was no 
sham abou t Deacon Trowbrid ge’s piety . 
He was sincerity itself. 
Fifty y ears ago the little v illage was 
v isited by a smallpox epid emic—an old 
fashioned , wid espread and spread ing 
epid emic—and they d id n't know how 
to scotch it as well as they d o now. 
The first Su nd ay after the d read ed 
d isease mad e its appearance the d eacon’s 
congregation was qu ite largo. 
At the 
end of the serv ices he mad e an annou nce­ 
ment in abou t these word s: 
‘These serv ices will be postponed u n­ 
til after the smallpox d isappears from 
the commu nity . 
From this on I shall 
giv e my serv ices to the stricken fam­ 
ilies. 
I shall minister to their wants, 
help to nu rse them, and when they d ie 
follow them to the grav e, 
it may be a 
long term or it may be a short term, 
bu t, howev er long or howev er short, it 
is my plain d u ty to help my d istressed 
neighbors. ” 
The word was well su ited to the ac­ 
tion which followed . The good old d ea 
con hu rried to his home, changed his 
clothes, bad e his family good by and at 
once began his work of mercy . 
What a 
work it was! The epid eipic lasted near­ 
ly all winter. Large nu mbers d ied . Few 
in tho v illage escaped the d isease. 
The 
d eacon’s ex ample was followed bv oth­ 
ers. Men went to their homes, told their 
wiv es and child ren what the d eacon had 
said and was d oing, arranged their bu si­ 
ness, prov id ed fu el and prov isions, kissed 
their d ear ones and went to the aid of 
the u nfortu nate. 
Like the d eacon they 
went withou t reward or hope of reward . 
Like him they spent weeks and some of 
them months in that serv ice withou t 
d aring to go home lest their d ear ones 
catch tho d isease. 
The strangest of all this strange ex ­ 
perience is tho fact that neither the d ea­ 
con, the good sou ls who imitated his ex ­ 
ample nor their families were ov ertaken 
by the malad y , notwithstand ing the fact 
that the watchers, helpers and nu rses 
were almost constantly in the presence 
of the su ffering patients and notwith 
stand ing the fact that they laid ou t and 
helped to bu ry tho d ead . 
Nearly half of the d eacon’s congrega­ 
tion had d isappeared when, the nex t 
spring, he resu med 
serv ices in 
tin* 
schoolhou se. 
It was a sorrowfu l Su n 
d ay . Those in the au d ience who had not 
lost members of their iamily had lost 
neighbors and d ear friend s. 
When the 
good old Christian had read ¡1 chapter, 
pray ed and talk« *« ! a practical sermon, 
ho referred feelingly to 
the 
scenes 
throu gh which 
the commu nity 
had 
passed . I think ev ery man. woman and 
child In the room, inclu d ing the d eacon, 
wept. 
At the close of the talk he asked 
all present to join him on their knees 
in asking that the commu nity might 
escape su ch v isitations for all time to 
come. 
It was a most earnest appeal. 
I 
believ e that that pray er has been an­ 
swered . 
There may hav e been a few 
cases of smallpox there since then, bu t 
there has nev er been an epid emic. 
The Sunday after Su mter was fired 
upon, and while Deacon Trowbridge 
was conducting services in the Baptist 
church, the denomination to which he 
belonged for over 8 0 years, he and his 
congregation were disturbed by a great 
commotion m the street right in front 
of the church. 
There were beating of 
drums and sounds a t fife much out of 
tune. It was « 0 uncommon a thing that 
most of the congregation walked or 
ran out of the church. Finally the dea 
con closed the Bible and slowly follow­ 
ed his fleeing flock. 
Wlmn outside, lie 
asked the cause of "this unseemly dis­ 
turbance on the Lord’s d ay . ” Some oue 
told him that the president had called 
for soldier« to uphold the honor and the 
flag of the nation 
and that they were 
going to raise a company right then 
and there. 
The old deacon’s eyes flashed 
as he 
walked ou t into the street, where a 
y ou ng fellow was irregu larly pou nd ing 
a 
bass d ru m, and said : "Nathan, I 
know it is Su nd ay and that all bu t the 
Lord ’s work shou ld be aband oned , bu t 
the sav ing of ou r cou ntry and the 
shield ing of its flag from d ishonor is 
the Lord ’s work. Giv e me that d ru m .” 
Au d that mod el of piety strapped on 
the big d ru m and went to pou nd ing, 
gr« » atly ou td oing Nathan in two re­ 
spects—ho mad e more noise and kept 
perfect time. 
He d ru mmed as no one 
before had nev er d ru mmed in the littl*1 
v illaga 
As if it had gone on lightning 
wings, word flew throu gh the commu ­ 
nity that Deacon Trowbrid ge had left his 
pu lpit to beat a d ru m, and on Su nd ay 
too. 
Within half an hou r nearly ev ery ou e 
in town ;md many from the ou tskirts 
had gathered arou nd the old d ru mmer, 
all cheering him, and 
011 ¡Su nd ay too 
That night Nathan ( ’ole, who had been 
reliev ed as d ru mmer by the d eacon,

This is the only n ate tea, bu t 
there is a Brazilian tea, gorgoaha, call- 
««1 mate there; another tea u sed in Au s­ 
tria, called Brazilian tea, and sev eral 
( ther so called mate reas are mad e troni 
d ifferent v arieties of the ilex . 
I11 Lab­ 
rad or they make a tea from two species 
of led u m. 
Oswego tea was mad e from 
the scarlet mou ard a, and mou ntain tea 
from the d warf ev ergreen, Gau ltheria 
procnmbens 
Then clov er tea and tansy 
tea and catnip tea and mint tea are 
u sed , thou gh not as bev erages. 
In Su matra they u se coffee leav es to 
make tea ou t u f, and the bev erage is 
said to be v ery rein sbing. In Mau ritiu s 
the leav es of an orchid , Angroecu m 
iragrnns, 
are u sed . 
The Tonqu inese 
hav e teas of their own, mad e of h av es, 
berries, barks and wood s. 
The Aby s­ 
sinian* make tea ou t of the leav es of 
the Catha ed u lis. When a sentinel can’t 
leav e his post to get a cu p of tea, he 
can chew a leaf or two of this plant, 
au d he won't feel like going to sleep 
all night. 
In Tasmania there are said 
to be more than 200 su bstitu tes for tea; 
in England they u sed to make a tea of 
sage, betou y or rosemary and of rasp­ 
berry leav es; in France t h e y u se black 
cu rrant leav es and borage to make tea, 
and a oentu ry or so ago they gathered 
in English gard ens au d field s ash, eld er 
and sloe leav es, and the leav es of white­ 
thorn au d blackthorn, ou t of which to 
make tea. 
So it is ev id ent that there 
are tea* au d teas.—New York Su n.

Looking not very far into the future, 
it seems that tho planting of American 
forests w ill become a productive iudus 
try. 
Preservation of old forests, with 
their masses of dry underbrush and fire 
inviting collections of dry leaves, may 
lie advisable for some reasons. 
These 
immense masses of firewood undoubted­ 
ly tend to collect snow, which, by its 
g radual niching , furnishes a supply to 
the water reservoirs beneath the surface 
of the g round. Snow thaws less quickly 
under the shade of trees than in the 
brig ht sunlig ht. 
Les« water, therefore, 
runs to supply floods and freshets than 
when the snow is made to pass away 
g radually. 
But this question does not 
affect the solid timber interests. 
Iu old forests, where there is a strug ­ 
g le for life among the tr ee s by reason 
of their g rowing *o thickly tog ether, 
the result is the necessity of waiting 
many years before the trees w ill reach 
a sise to make them desirable for tim ­ 
ber purposes. Where trees have room to 
g row and are properly cared for most 
kinds of American trees w ill furnish 
aseful timber in 20 or 8 0 years, and for 
many other purposes they can be em ­ 
ployed even young er, 
it takes well on 
to a century for the strug g ling trees in 
a dense wood to ii« *ve any marketable 
value. 
While g ood timber is becoming g rad­ 
ually scarcer on account of our annual 
forest fires, rising from the conditions 
already stated, the demand is increasing , 
and, what is more remarkable, Europe 
is already ca lling on America for a sup 
ply of lumber. American oak especially 
is in g reat demand in the old world, 
while our black walnut is closely fol­ 
lowing iu its wake. Our lig hter w’oods 
also—such as the tulip tree and poplar 
—are coming into g reat demand there 
for packing boxes and cases where lig ht 
weig ht is a g reat object. Those who are 
interested iu forestry in our country 
should take up the matter of encourag e­ 
ment of forest planting . It will soon be 
a g reater question than forest preserva­ 
tion.— Meehan’s Monthly.

During the terrible famine that fol­ 
lowed he was able to g et bis own price 
and bartered corn successively for the 
Eg yptian money, cattle and land, and, 
taking one fifth for pharaoh, made him 
supremely wealthy.
